Because  of  the  death  of  his 
mother  when  Bluntson  was  very 
young,  he  was  forced  to  live  with 
his  sister  and  brother-in-law  in 
order  to  continue  to  go  to  school. 
"My  brother-in-law  only  mar- 
ried my  sister;  he  didn't  marry 
me.  He  didn't  have  to  let  me 
stay  there,  but  he  told  me  if  I 
wanted  to  be  somebody  in  life,  I 
could  stay  with  them  and  con- 
tinue my  education,  so  I  did," 
remembered  the  CJC  graduate. 

The  keynote  speaker  referred 
to  his  attitude  toward  education 
as  a  strong  determination  to  suc- 
ceed and  added  that  "CJC  was 
the  bridge  over  troubled  waters 
for  not  only  me,  but  many  others 
like  me." 

In  remembering  those  days  in 
the  late  1950s,  Bluntson  also 
recalled  classmates  such  as

Brown  tried  to  enter  Missis- 
sippi Valley  State,  but  was 
turned  down.  He  ended  up  at 
Coahoma  Community  College 
where  he  never  won  a  game, 
but  did  get  into  shape  and  lost 
more  than  40  pounds.  Brown 
recorded  148  tackles  in  two 
seasons  at  CCC. 

He  impressed  scouts  with 
three  quarterback  sacks  in  the 
Mississippi  Junior  College  All- 
Star  game  in  1989  and  won  a 
scholarship  to  Mississippi 
State. 

His  first  season  at  Mississip- 
pi State  was  disappointing.  He 
worked  out  with  the  team  in 
the  spring  and  suffered  several 
minor  injuries.  He  was  red- 
shirted  and  then  dislocated  a 
shoulder  near  the  end  of  the 
season. 

This  season  has  been  dif- 
ferent, though,  as  Brown  has 
earned  the  respect  of 
Southeastern  Conference 
quarterbacks  and  running 
backs.
